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Chokers, Circles to Slow Traffic — 
On Breezewood & Hanover Pkwy.

At a June | worksession, the 
Greenbelt City Council heard an 
update from Celia Craze, director 
of planning and community de- 
velopment on her staff’s review 
of traffic calming techniques and 
their assessment of how such 
techniques could be applied in 
the city. A few traffic calming 
measures, such as speed humps 
on Northway and the placement 
of bollards on the shoulder of 
Hanover Parkway to prevent driv- 
ers from using the shoulder to go 
around cars waiting to turn into 
Hunting Ridge, are already in 
place. The next calming measures 
are likely to happen on Hanover 
Parkway near Schrom Hills Park 
and along Breezewood Drive in 
Springhill Lake, where outside 
funding is available. 

First Projects 

These projects will be dis- 
cussed at the June 22 regular 
council meeting. Because they 
involve major “collector” roads in 
the city, Craze says, the full pro- 
cess need not be followed as 
there is communitywide impact. 
The first one discussed was 
Breezewood Drive in Springhill 
Lake. The city has received 
Community Development Block 
Grant Funds for repaving the 
road. Craze says that traffic stud- 
ies showed that 85 percent of the 


traffic is exceeding the speed 
limit by more than 10 mph. 
The main reason, she believes, 
is that during the day, when 
there are few cars parked along 
the shoulders, the road is 36 
feet wide with no interruptions 
between Cherrywood Lane and 
Edmonston Road. Motorists can 


trimmed and streetlight arms 
will be extended. 

The initial bids for the repav- 
ing project are well below bud- 
get, Craze said, and her staff 1s 
trying to negotiate a price for 
adding the traffic calming de- 
vices. She does not expect that 
the additional work will add more

easily go around turning vehicles, 
there is a slight incline and it is 
a long road — all factors that al- 
low people to accelerate. She 
presented a proposed design in- 
troducing chokers and islands, 
which will narrow the roadway 
width to slow traffic and im- 
prove pedestrian safety. The 
changes would reduce on-street 
parking by about 20 spaces, she 
said. Every intersection will 
have either a choker, or an is- 
land and choker to eliminate 
the opportunity for motorists to 
illegally pass a turning vehicle. 
In locations where parking lot 
entrances are close to intersec- 
tions, medians will be extended 
to prevent left hand turns into 
those entrances. To improve 
lighting and safety, trees will be 


than $20,000 to the repaving cost. 
The second project involves 
Hanover Parkway near Schrom 
Hills Park where a developer is 
required to make road improve- 
ments. Originally, the city had 
called for installation of a by- 
pass lane, to allow motorists to 
go around drivers waiting to 
turn left. However, after the 
city closed the shoulder near 
Hunting Ridge to eliminate by- 
pass movements, Craze said the 
staff reconsidered. Now she 
recommends eliminating the by- 
pass lane, which would provide 
space for a median. These 
changes would “introduce a 
little delay” in traffic and pro- 
vide a stopping point for pedes- 

trians trying to cross the road.

Police Called to Middle 


School Ceremony at ERHS

They say that parents don’t 
take enough interest in their chil- 
dren these days, but that wasn’t 
the case Monday, June 15 when 
parents, family members and 
friends turned out in record num- 
bers to attend promotion (gradua- 
tion) ceremonies for Greenbelt 
Middle School. In fact, so many 
turned out for the event held at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
that the crowd, estimated at be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,300, far ex- 
ceeded the capacity of the 850 
seat auditorium. The overabun- 
dance of celebrants spoiled the 
ceremony for many, particularly 
for those who could not squeeze 
into the auditorium, and resulted 
in an unhappy confrontation of 
parents and friends with police 
and fire marshalls. This resulted 
in the promotion ceremony being 
cut short and a reception planned 
to follow in the school cafeteria 
being cancelled. 

With people crowding into the 
auditorium aisles and blocking 
the exits, school personnel were 
forced to close the doors. Ac- 
cording to Greenbelt Police, one 


school security officer was | 


pushed aside, which allowed an 
extra 100 people to force their 
way into the auditorium. An eye- 
witness told Jim Handly of WRC 
Channel 4 News that “The aisles 
were full, everything was full, 
you know. You really couldn’t sit 
down. People were just every- 
where.” 
Reinforcements 

Recognizing that the school 
security people were unable to 
control the crowd, the Greenbelt 
School Resource Officer called 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
and the Prince George’s County 
Fire Marshal’s Office for rein- 
forcements. Police urged the 
overflow crowd to wait in the 
cafeteria, but those who did 
found only light refreshments 
there. One woman told Handly 
that “They said we could go to 
the cafeteria, but there was noth- 
ing in the cafeteria to watch on. 
They didn’t care, they wanted 
people away from the door.” 

Another man complained to 
Handly, “We came up here to see 
our kids graduate and then you 
want to see our kids graduate in 
somewhere big enough. This is

County Budget Benefits City 
In Grants, Capital Projects

At the regular Greenbelt City 
Council meeting on June 8, 
County Councilmember Audrey 
Scott reported on recent actions 
by the County Council, princi- 
pally the recently adopted budget. 
Mayor Judith Davis thanked Scott 
for her action in obtaining pas- 
sage of county legislation permit- 
ting Greenbelt to assume addi- 
tional planning and zoning re- 
sponsibilities. Scott in turn 
praised Davis and the city coun- 
cil for their cooperation in ap- 
pearing before the county council 
when Scott asked them to and 
staying away when she felt that 
would be more useful. 

Scott announced grant awards 
to several Greenbelt organiza- 
tions. Each councilmember has a 
pool of grant funds to allocate 
among worthwhile programs in 
their district. Scott’s Greenbelt 
grants for the upcoming budget 
year (which starts July 1) include:

$5,000 for Greenbelt CARES, 
$3,000 for the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education, $1,000 for the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club, 
$1,250 toward a computer for the 
Greenbelt Aquatic Boosters, 
$2,000 for Greenbelt Arts 
Center’s youth program and 
$2,000 toward renovation of the 
Mother and Child statue at 
Roosevelt Center. 

The adopted budget also in- 
cluded park and planning grants 
for Greenbelt: $25,000 for the 
community center, $12,000 for 
the therapeutic recreation pro- 
gram, and $12,000 for art pro- 
grams and services. 

In addition, several county 
capital projects will benefit the 
city. These include $30,000 to 
control yard flooding on Landon 
Court in Green Spring, $130,000 
for channel improvement to re- 
lieve street flooding, $500,000 for 
the Lakewood storm drainage

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The Heart of the Issue 


This is in response to the 
letter by Jim Cassels regarding 
more parking spaces at Green 
Ridge House. With the excep- 
tion of recognizing that more 
parking spaces are needed, Mr. 
Cassels has missed the boat on 
the heart of the issue. 

Due to the shortage of park- 
ing spaces, residents are more 
than reluctant to leave the 
building in the evenings be- 
cause of the fear there will not 
be a parking space when they 
return. 81% of the residents 
are single women and most of 
the 101 residents are over 65 
years of age. We are a very 
vulnerable population and un- 
fortunately fear for our safety 
on the streets at night. The 
parking problem has severely 
curtailed our lifestyles. 

Mr. Cassels solution of addi- 
tional parking spaces on Ridge 
Road will not alleviate the 
parking shortage of Green 
Ridge residents. The second 
portion of the solution also 
makes no sense. He suggests 
that Greenbelt purchase a hy- 
brid electric car for Green 
Ridge House to be used as a 
rental vehicle for residents, 
which he feels would save resi- 
dents the cost of keeping their 
cars. How Mr. Cassels feels 
that having one rental car 
shared by over 50 drivers 
would help, I’m not sure. We 
who own cars and drive will- 
ingly accept the responsibility 
of owning and maintaining our 
own personal vehicles. We are 
not asking for a rental car or a 
taxi service or volunteers to 
drive for us. Would Mr. 
Cassels suggest that the city 
purchase hybrid cars for rental 
use by the residents of 
Greenbelt to spare them the 
cost of owning their own ve- 
hicles? 

A simple solution exists 
which has already been pre- 
sented by the City Engineer. 
Ample space is available be- 
hind our building. Money is 
available for the parking lot ad- 
dition. In order for this addi- 
tional lot to be built, an access 
road will have to be built. A 
small amount of vegetation and 


a large dumpster surrounded by 


fencing will have to be moved. 
It has been suggested to delay 
construction because the access 
road will be in view of neigh- 
boring houses. The argument is 
that a dumpster is more aes- 
thetically pleasing than a small 
access road? Green Ridge 
House is known for its beauti- 
fully landscaped grounds and 
that reputation will continue 
with new vegetation bordering 
the access road. A few trees 
may need to be removed. The 
trees in question will be re- 
placed with young live trees 
which will benefit the commu- 
nity for years to come. 

This issue has been dis- 
cussed ad nauseum for several 
years. In the interim, the resi- 
‘dents suffer. Mr. Cassels stated 
that “most of the residents who 
are advocating the rear parking 
lot would much rather park in 
front of the building than to 
have to go around to the rear to 
park their car.” In fact, at our 
April meeting, the residents 
took a vote and overwhelmingly 
decided they preferred the op- 
tion of a parking lot in back 
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sad we must continue to fight 
for what is just and fair, even 
with one of our own. But to 
give up means to give up a 
great part of our lives: the abil- 
ity to be mobile, enjoy evening 
activities, and remain indepen- 
dent. Who should be asked to 
pay such a price?

Timothy Edberg has (at least) 
two noteworthy pictures,

“Rumble Seat” shows what’s 
left of a car being wrecked. Who 
drove this car? What were they 
like? It all seems long ago. You 
can’t tell the year, make or model 
of the car. It’s all just now iron 
rusting away to nothing in 
Mama Nature’s recycling ma- 
chine. It raises questions of his- 
tory, the future,-our nature, our 
destiny. What are we DOING 


And how are we going to get. 
there? 

The title adds more layers of 
meaning. Rumble seats haven't 
been put on cars in perhaps 70 
years. What’s happened to us 
during that time? ‘Rumble Seat” 
suggests the clatter and the roar 
of the highway. Where are we 
going in such a rush? “Rumble” 
suggests a gang fight and vio- 
lence. Were the people in the car 
killed in the crash? Now all is 
silence. 
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For all the somber thoughts 
the photograph is ambiguous and 
playful, two of Edberg’s favorite 
themes. The leaves calmly begin 
to cover a decent burial and ab- 
sorb the rusting bulk. A broken 
branch lies across the junk. The 
bent car parallels the branch, be- 
comes a living stalk growing out 
of the ground seeking the light. 
Rebirth. Regeneration. Iron-y. — 

“Holly Sprig in Fresh Snow” 
is just that — perfect.

pass a law imposing a 72-hour 
parking limit on all city street 
and municipal parking lots. 
The board also called for devel- 
opment of a special exception 
policy, on an occasional basis, 
to handle situations where citi- 
zens may need to park a ve- 
hicle for a longer time. The 
proposed restriction would re- 
spond to problems, primarily in 
the North End, of vehicle own- 
ers parking multiple vehicles on 
city streets for extended times. 
The board also called for the 
restriction to be enforced only 
on a complaint basis. This, in 
effect, would allow more than 
72 hours of parking, as a ve- 
hicle would presumably have to 
be parked for a few days before 
someone complained, at which 
point the city would check to 
see if it remained for an addi- 
tional 72 hours. This proposal 
will be discussed at the June 22 
regular council meeting. 
Higher Handbill Penalties 
An ordinance increasing the 
fines for illegally distributing 
handbills to residences posted 
with no handbills or no solici- 
tors notices was introduced. 
The fine for the first offense 
will remain at $400. A second 
offense will now bring an $800 
fine and subsequent violations 
penalties of $1,000, the maxi- 
mum fine for a municipal in- 
fraction.

youth and a requirement that 
absentee landlords have a local 
representative who can grant 
access to the property. 
McLaughlin gave one example 
of the need for such a require- 
ment. A Greenbriar resident 
complained of water leaking 
into his/her unit from the unit 
above, a rental unit. When the 
tenant refused access to the 
city’s Code Enforcement staff, 
the city had no legal authority 
to enter the unit without per- 
mission of the owner. The 
owner, unfortunately, was not 
local and was difficult to con- 
tact. 

Council also asked the 
Maryland Municipal League to 
seek an evaluation of the pur- 
pose and function of the State 
Highway Administration. This 
request stemmed from a pro- 
posal from councilmember Alan 
Turnbull to seek legislation 
stating that the state highway 
system is now. complete and 
that funds may only be spent 
on maintaining the roads now 
in place. However, 
councilmember Edward Putens 
noted that little can be done 
legislatively, since the State 
Highway Administration is un- 
der the jurisdiction of the gov- 
ernor. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi said that the only legis- 
lative control of an executive 
agency is through the budget. 
The General Assembly, how- 
ever, could tell the SHA that it 
could not spend any money for 
new roads. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts, although gen- 
erally supportive of Turnbull's 
proposal, noted that a ban on 
new roads is dependent upon 
land use planning. Much of 
that process, he said, is still

too small. The fire hazard is 
there.” 

While many parents and fam- 
ily members were griping, most 
were complying with police di- 
rectives. However, a spokesper- 
son for the fire marshall’s office 
said that some parents “were 
pretty unruly.” One person in 
particular, she said, was getting 
vocal and started yelling at the 
police, causing others to join in. 

Police then decided to escort 
the overflow participants outside 
the building. According to 
Greenbelt Police, during this pro- 
cess of moving the gathering out- 
side, a camera operator was in- 
jured when Greenbelt officers at- 
tempted to move the crowd. 

Cameraman Injured 

According to Handly in his 
television broadcast report, the po- 
lice officer “dove on top of” a 
News 4 cameraman. Handly 
claimed that the cameraman was 
“standing where he was instructed 
to be outside the building.” The 
injured cameraman was taken to

Doctor’s Hospital where he was 
released later that evening. Ac- 
cording to News 4, the cameraman 
suffered a broken collar bone. On 
the Tuesday evening newscast, 
Anchorman Jim Vance said 
“NBC4 is pursuing charges 
through the Prince George’s 
County State’s Attorney’s Office.” 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment is investigating the incident 
according to City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. Police 
handed out some 50 witness state- 
ment forms at the scene of the in- 
cident. 

Police Chief James Craze told 
the News Review, “I think the of- 
ficers generally conducted them- 
selves in a very professional man- 
ner. We were not given’ proper 
notice of this event, and were out- 
numbered by the enormous 
crowd.” 

“Six police officers were on 
duty and we called in others,” 
said Craze, adding that help 
came also from Prince George’s 
County Police Department and 
the Sheriff’s office.
